ThattheSacramental-Teft being the 
Condition of Acceſs to Places of Truft, 
and to Benefices from the Crown, all of 
our Communion muft be debarr'd from 
the ſaine, if not in Scotland, yet through 
the reſt ofthe Dominion of Britain, 'which 
may prove of moft dangerous Conle- 
quence to this Church, 
« 11, That this Church and Nation may 
be expoſed to the further Nanger of new 

*< Oaths from the Parliament of great Brj- 
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t4in, unleſs it be provided, that no Oath, 
Bond or Teft of any Kind, ſhall be re- 
quir'd of any Miniſter or Member of the 
Church of Scorland, which are incon- 
fiftent with the known Principles of this 
Church. 

«.1!. There being no Provifion ia th2 
Treaty of Union, for lecuring of this 
Church by 2 Curonation-Oath ; Thar. 
therefore jin the Corona:ion- Oath to be 
taken by the Suvereigns of great Britain, 
they be engaged to maintain the Do- 
arine, W«rthip, Diſciplin® and Govern- 
ment of this Church, and the Rights and 
Privileges thereof, as now by Law e- 
ftabliſhed. 

* IV. That in Caic the propoſed Union 
be concluded, the Church will ſuffer 
Prejudic-; unleis there be a Commithon 
for Plantation of Kirks, and Valuation 
vf Teinds, and making up-the Regiſters 
of that Court,which are burnt,and a Judi- 
catory in Scotland ur redretfing Grievan- 
ces, and judging Cauſes which formerly 
were judged by the Privy-Council, ſuci 
as the Growth vi Popery, and other Ir- 
regularities, and with which Judicature, 
the Church may corretpond anent Fiſts 
and Thankſgivings. 

© V, Likewiſe we do humbly repreſent, 
that in the ſecond Part of the Oath of 
Abjuration, in Favours of the Succeſhon 
in the Proteftant Line; there is Refe- 
rence made to ſume As of the Evpliſh 
Parliament, Which every one in this Na- 
tion, whu may be oblig'd ts take the 
:2id Oath, may not ſo well know, and 
therefore cannot ſwear with Judgment.

Theſe are the Articles which the Com- 
miſſion of the Kirk preſented to the Parlia- 
ment, and which ſome People ftruggle to 
find ſuch Fault with, as if the Kirk of Scor- 
Ind ſhould intermeddle by it, with the 
Chucch-Sectlement as eſtabliſhed in Eng- 
land. 

To clear up this Point, "tis neceſſary to 
look back a lictle Way on the Poſture of 
Aﬀairs on both lides; in which perhaps a 
great Deal of Room may be found for more 
tzvourable Conftruftions of the thing, than 
the Perſons, 1 mention, make of it, and the 
Ground of Jealoulic be entirely taken 
away. 

The Presbyterian Eftabliſkment ia Scor- 
land is the Purchaſe uf the Revolution, next 
under God's Providence ; and the Memory 
ot King Wiliam, howeyer induftciouſly by 
ſome People reproach'd, will ever be dear 
to the Scors Nation on that very Account, 
as under GOD he reftor'd to the King- 
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dom of S:0tiard their Liberty of Religion, 
and eftabliſh'd jt on Foundations, at leatt 
equally lafting with their Civil Rights, and 
included together with all their ruia'd Li- 
berties in their Claim of Righr, which by 
their Laws lince made, is contirm'd with 
al the Santtivn and Solemaity pcfhile, acd 
made, High- I'realon for any one co impuga 
OT INTrunge. 

I am not diſputing here any Poiat of 
Religion, cis not tamy purpoie, nwvr ſhall 
| argu= the Civil Right of their new Eftab- 
libmeat—' Tis the Ettablilhmeat they have 
ereted by Vertue of their D-mand to the 
Prince uf Orange 3 they bad the ſame Right 
to demand it, as we had to demand ours. 
The Claims of Right of both Natioas are 
built on the ſame Foundations, and con- 
hrm'd by equal Authority. 

But waat puts it beyoad all Diſpute, is, 
that it is the Settlement, oa the Condition of 
which their Crown was accepted by King 
William and Queen Mary, and is now en- 
joy 'd by Queen ANNE———And therefore - 
'ris the S2ttlement on the Foot of which 
they ought to be govern'd, aod are govern- 
ed, with a general Satisfation to the whole 
Country ; a few Diſſemters excepted, of 
whom, of 1h-ir Condut, Manner and Treat- 
ment by the Kirk, I ſpall ſpeak by is ſelf, and 
perhaps clear the Church of Scorland in that - 
Caſe from ſome Reproaches, which tew 
—_ ig England think ſhe can beclear'd 
of. 

Scotland being thus legally eftabliſh'd, as 
we do not in England pretend to objett a- 
gainft her S:tclemeat, ſo neither does Frng-+ 
land defire to invade it z the QUEEN has 
been pleas'd to add co them frequent gra- 
cious and repeated Aﬀurances of maintain- 
ing ar.d ſupporting their Church-Govern- 
ment, as by Law eftabliſh'd, and at laft or 
the Suppoſicion of this Eftabliſhmeat to be 
continued and confirm'd, the-Treaty of Q-- 
nion is begun. 

in the Treaty there is not one Word of 
the Church concern'd, it being 2n expreſs 
Preliminary, that the Treaters ſhould not 
meddle with that Aﬀair, but cither Parlia- 
ment are left to ſettle their reſpeQive 
Churches by Atts of Parliament, which at- 
terward being incorporated into the Trea- 
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ty, become part of the ſame, and are the 
Fuundation of the Union. Thus both 
Cburches are effeually and equally cftab- 
l:thed. 

In order to ſettle this Matter on the Patt 
of Scortand, their Parliament being now 
ſitting, the Overture of an AQfYor the Se- 
curity of the Church was prepar'd, of which 
the laft Paper gave you the Draught. 

The Commithon of the general Aſſembly 
at the ſame time firting, the ſaid Overture 
being debated among them, ſome were 
pleas'd to think, that in Point of Conſcience 
they were bound, with ReipeR to the dit- 
ferent Circumſtances of the Churches, to 
make ſome ſormal Declaration of their dit- 
ſenring from ſuch chings, as this Union 
would confirm At the ſame time it 
does nvt at 211 follow, either chat they- are 
reſvlv'd not to unite on other Terms, or 
ihat any Endeavours are thereby deſign'd 
by them againit the Church of England. 

In Purſuance of this, their Articles ap- 
pear rather as a Proteft or Teſtimony ot 
their noe being Parties, to what by their 
own Principles they have diſavow'd and 
depos'd in their own Church. 

To come to the Point more direttly, the 
Charch of Scorland has profeſs'd themiclves 
Presbyterian in Diſcipline, they have depos'd 
Kpiſcopacy, and remov'd it entirely from its 
Government in their Church. 

The Church of- England is eftabliſh'd 
1704 the Foundation of Epiſcopacy, and 
that Foundation is tov be eftabliſh'd by che 
Union. 

Theſe two Churches are now to unite — 
lc cannot beexpetted, that the Church of 
Srorlzrd, by uniting with Eugland, "ſhuuld 
be ſ:ppos'd either 10 approve an Epiſcopal 
zi\t4bzithtmerc, or put their Hands to the 
confirming the! in > Nt3ghbour Kingdom, 
which they have pull'd corn in their own.
